10, Altars ſtill re- 
ained with their Ornaments: Item, the fame holy 
eſtments, Alls, Capes, &c. Infine, all thoſe Ex- 
reſfions of the Maſs were ſtill kept, which implied 
real Preſence of Chri/Ps Body and Blood in the Bleſ- 
ed Sacrament.
